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A TRAGEDY ON THE M. M. 
STEAMER NATAL. 

We tuke the following from the Timer of 
Ceylon of Fobruury 24:— 

An ‘xciling incident happened‘on the 
8.8. Nafatthe day before yesterday when 
the vessel was nearing Colombe, About 
tiffin time, just before the passengers left 
the desk, one of the first-olacg passengers 
waa aeen to rash to the side of the ship and 
throw himself overboard. The vessel was 
stopped og goon’ as possible, and a boat was 
lowered; bug the unfortnate man was 
never gcon again after his plunge into the 
wea, The only thing recovered belonging 


$o him wag bis hat. Tho boat remained 
about the place where he sank for an hour 
and then, og no aigns were seen of him, it 
wes hauled up and mada fest to the davits 
gain and the ship resumed her voyage. 
‘The suicide we learn was a very wealthy 
Engliehman named Smyth Bagot, who 
joined the Natal at Alexandria, to which 
pert he had voyaged in his own yacht, 

@ was accompanied by his wife and by his 
moadical “adviser (Dr Neel Ganvin), and 
Mrs Ganvin, and one or twoservants.

Ho- had 
experimented with the profile of a Grock 
gitl, and found, by « form of letters 
and dots, this picture could be telegraphed 
from Amorica for £8. For this purpose he 
had taken a paper fac-similo of mariner’s 
compass, using only tho alternate points ; 
againnt cach of tho sixteon points ho p acad 
a letter running from A to P, With these 
almost .any uambor of outlines eould be 
formed, aud when the lottors had: been 
tranamitted the only thing to be dane to 
reproduce the picture was to take the paper 
compass, which ho called the protractor, 
hold it againat a piace of paper, and prick 
dots against the letters, He had also been 
able to produca a map of England _ by this 
method. Of course tho wholo thirty-two 
paints of the compass could bo used, giving 
acopo for more complicated drawings. 
Dots did not give continuous linea, but when 
the dots wore amall the dilferenco was 
very slight, For instanco, 300 dots to the 
ingh appearod to the naked oyo as a con- 
tinuous tine at a distance of only a fuat. 
Thore wns just the perceptible difference of 
opticul continuity, and his oxperiments 

* showed that this alight difforonce had given 
uaa new power that had practicable bear- 
inga ; for uadoubtodly it would be found of 
xreat uso to bo ablo to transmit pictorial 
descriptions of events in distant parts of 
tho world by telegraph. >

MORE ABOUT PAPER MONEY AND 
DISEASE GERMS, 

‘A Bill bag recently been prosented in 
Congress requiring the Secretary of the 
Treasary to provide for the calling in of all 
regged, worn, and soiled paper-money ;

‘These are facts that 
have been thoroughly demonstrated That 
sch germs may, nud in thousands of onsea 
doubtless do, become attached to the fibres 
of worn and soiled bank-notes, that they 
may in taot, in somo instances, constitute 
the yery mutter which gives them their 
unclean and repulsive appearance, is 
proposition which cannot be denied, —Seteatt- 
fufA merican.
